SUBJECT: Monthly Report - Bangkok Bureau - January 1985 


I. GENERAL 


Vietnam followed up its vigorous early dry season offensive in Cambodia 
by overrunning the headquarters near the Thai border of the KPNLF faction of the 
resistance forces in early January and dealing other sharp blows to that faction. 

By month's end the Vietnamese also were preparing to attack Khmer Rouge strongholds 
in the area. One result has been Increased clashes with Thai forces, which in turn 
elicited Chinese expressions of support for Thailand and the Cambodian resistance as 
well as heightened warnings of trouble along the Sino-Vietnamese border. 


The bureau's Vietnamese unit processed what seems to be a local best seller, an 
article on Vietnam's policy in Cambodia by Politburo member Gen. Le Due Anh in the 
military journal TAP CHI QUAN DOI NHAN DAN. Texted from Installments carried by 
Hanoi radio, the article attracted attention for its discussion of Indochina as an 
Integrated strategic theater, of the problems encountered by the Vietnamese from their 
involvement in Cambodia, and of the need to develop a Cambodian political infrastruc- 
ture. (Among others using the bureau's translation, the Bangkok POST Indochina commen- 
tator failed to notice that some of the passages he quoted used "Kampuchea" while 
other quotations used "Cambodia" — the change in FBIS style having taken place while 
the series of Installments was in p^Qgr^ss*) /
